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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicants present new arguments directed to the power control signal of Lee et al., and how it relates to establishing a psychoacoustic 
maskable noise energy and weighting the spectral spread information signal, which arguments require further search and/or consideration. 
However, it is maintained that the claims can be read to require only that establishing a pre-existing psychoacoustic masking curve is a 
function of frequency, and not that the weighting step must be a function of frequency. Thus, even if Lee et al. applies the same power 
control to all the frequency bands to hide the auxilliary data, then this may still be read to meet the weighting step because the power 
control is applied so as to make all the bands of the auxilliary signal have an energy level which is below the frequency dependent 
psychoacoustic masking curve for Lee et al. 
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
